“The way 
Locals are sending in memberships 
every day”, Mr. Boutillier states, is a 
fair indication of the widespread inter- 
est which the campaign is arousing, 
and a most gratifying sign. 

AltLocals Appealed To 

A letter has been sent to the Locals 
asking that every one of them call a 
meeting ‘‘and resolve themselves into 
a F.U.A. Local’. 

Directors who were on the Central 
Boards of the two organizations at the 
time of the Calgary Convention, who 
were not elected to the Provisional 
Board have been requested to act as 
official organizers in their respective 
districts until the mid-summer district 

, conventions. 

All former officials of the two organ- 
izations are asked to carry on as offi- 
cials to help to reorganize their re- 
spective districts until permanent di- 
rectors are appointed at the district 
conventions which are to be held this 
summer. Some 10,000 placards are to 
be sent out to district officials in the 
immediate future, with the request 
that they be posted in conspicuous 
places 
throughout the Province. 


Urge Joint Meetings 


The Provisional Board also requests 
all officials of all U.F.A. and A.F.U. 
Locals to arrange for joint meetings, 
as stated above, and to carry on activ- 
ities of the new organization as has 
been done in the past. 

In a brief review of the first meeting 
of the Provisional Board, Secretary 
Boutillier points out that the question 
of oflice location, space and set-up 
were discussed. “Many ardent Co-op 
and Union members,” he states, “feel 
that the entire organised farm move- 
ment should have its office in one fine

Whether Declared “Surplus” or 
Not in U.S. no Need for 
Apprehension 


TRADE TENDENCIES 


Foreign Exchange’ Control 
Board Stresses Need to 
Import From ERP Countries

OTTAWA, Marck 16th. — Whether 
Wheat has officially or unofficially 
been declared “ surplus” in the United 
States or not—and apparently un- 
officially at least it has\— there is no 
occasion whatever for apprehension 
over the payment of the 140,000,000 
bushels at $2.00 a bushel under con- 
tract with the British for the crop year 
1949-50. The British Government, it is 
reliably stated, will be in a financial 
position to carry out the terms of the 
contract even if ECA (ERP) funds can- 
not be specifically advanced by the 
United States for buying the wheat. 
No apprehension should be felt on this 
point. 

Light on Marketing Problems 


The report of the chairman of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board for 
1948 throws light on some marketing 
problems facing Canada. It showed 
some misgivings over trade tenden- 
cies developing in countries which are 
seeking to restore their economy and 
which are being helped-through ERP 
from the United States. 

It is obvious that one important way 
of reducing the dollar shortage is to 
export to dollar countries, but some of 
these ERP countries are relying almost 
entirely on reducing imports from dol- 
lar countries, switching their source of 
supply, and on trade agreements 
among themselves. 

Imports into Canda from sterling and 
other ERP countries increased 35 per 
cent in 1948, but this applied almost 
entirely to British goods. Canada could 
import a great deal from other ERP 
countries, and this would help our ex- 
ports, but the effort is not adequate, 
and the bilateral trade agreements be- 
tween the countries of the protected 
currency areas are in many cases 
based on prices that are higher than 
those obtaining in dollar countries. 
This raises cost and price levels in 
these countries and reduces their 
capacity to export to dollar countries. 

Of course, it is of the greatest im- 
portance, the report says, that dollar 
countries should give as much en- 
couragement as possible to imports 
from these countries. 

The report warns that if ex- 
ports to dollar countries are in- 

, adequate, and if there is failure in 
the effort to solve the dollar 
problem, these countries will pro- 
bably continue to place special 
restrictions on imports from dollar 
countries. Those exporting coun- 
tries whose trade is adversely af- 
fected by these restrictions will be 
confronted with the choice of 
seeking new markets or making

Notable Gathering in Winnipeg 


March 18th, 1949

WINNIPEG, Man. — More than 425 
delegates and visitors from Canada, 
Newfoundland and the United States 
were present and took part in discus- 
sions on current co-operative topics 
when the 40th anniversary of the 
founding of the Co-operative Union of 
Canada was marked by a three-day 
Co-operative Congress, held in Winni- 
peg, March 8th, 9th and 10th. 

Ralph Staples, Toronto, National 
President, was in the chair with A. B. 
MacDonald, General Secretary, and 
Breen Melvin, Research Secretary, tak- 
ing an active part in the proceedings. 


Large Increase in Business 

The financial statement, covering 
the year ended December 31, 1948, 
showed a total membership of 922 as- 
sociations representing an increase of 
216 since the end of 1947. The total 
business of the 922 associations in 
1938 amounted to $472,954,035, or $54,- 
000,000 greater than the year previous. 

The first day of the Congress ad- 
dresses of welcome were given by 
Premier D. L. Campbell of Manitoba 
and Mayor Coulter of Winnipeg. A 
short service of worship was con- 
ducted by the Rev. W. G. Burch, chair- 
man of the Ministerial Association and 
Archbishop Georges Cabana, coadjutor 
Archbishop of St. Boniface. 


Greetings From Newfoundland 

E. Russell, Director of Co-operation, 
Newfoundland, was the guest speaker 
at a luncheon. He brought greetings 
from the Island, soon to become the 
10th Canadian Province. 

Mr. Russell said the people of New- 
foundland were fully aware of the im- 
portance of their decision to become 
part of Canada. He said they knew 
much more about Canada than we do 
of their country. 

Speaking on the economy of his 
country, Mr. Russell said that even 
during the depression period from 1929 
to 1939, Newfoundland exported far 
more than she imported. The exports 
during that period exceeded the im- 
ports by more than 30 percent. 


Contributed to Canadian Balance 

Having no currency of her own, New- 
foundland, through Canadian Banks, 
contributed largely to the balance of 
United States dollars in Canada during 
the war years. Nearly all of her ex- 
ports go to the United States. Mr. Rus- 
sell said he was of the opinion that: 
within a few years Newfoundland 
would contribute more to the Canadian 
economy than she will receive under 
_sovernment concessions which will 
come to her as the tenth Province. 

At the present time there are be- 
tween 30 and 40 consumer co-opera- 
tives organized on the island, and it is 
hoped that a Provincial co-operative 
union will be operating by next fall. 
The 80 active credit unions are consid- 
ering the formation of a Provincial 
group which will be comprised of 
memberships held by the separate 
credit unions.

Contents CARE Parcels 
Are Largely Bought Here 
Since it was announced a year ago 
that CARE has commenced buying 
parcels contents in Canada, such pur- 
chases have been made to the value 
of $1,132,427.50, covering meat pro- 
ducts, milk powder, tea and blankets. 
Total of ali orders processed through 
the Ottawa office since CARE’s incep- 
tion has been $1,500,000. This informa- 
tion was given in the Director’s report 
to the Canadian Co-operative Congress 
in Winnipeg. 
Probably the most outstanding trans- 
action of the year involved an order 
for 5,000 food and textile parcels to be 
delivered to needy teachers in Europe 
on behalf of the Canadian Council for 
Reconstruction through UNESCO. 
“Press reports, pictures and letters re- 
ceived by C.C.R.U. and ourselves”, the 
report sets forth, “indicate an enthusi- 
astic response to this gesture of Cana- 
dian goodwill”,

FORTY YEARS’ PROGRESS 


George Keen, who was one of four persons 
who met in the office at the back of a store in 
Hamilton, Ont., on March 6th, 1909, to form the 
organization which they named “The Co- 
operative Union of Canada’’, must have found 
much pleasure and satisfaction in perusing the 
reports of the Co-operative Congress which last 
week in Winnipeg celebrated its Fortieth Anni- 
versary. The reports showed that from small 
beginnings the Union has grown to great 
stature, as one of the potent forces in Canada’s 
economic life. 

Mr. Keen was the first Secretary of the 
Union, and for thirty-seven years he held that 
office. His active association with the develop- 
ment of the Union was longer than has been 
that of any others among the distinguished co- 
operators who founded and fostered the growth 
of the organization. 

In the excellent booklet which was dis- 
tributed to delegates to the recent Congress, 
Mr. Keen’s historical review is rightly given the 
place of honor. ‘Co-operative philosophy,” he 
writes in the course of this introduction, “pro- 
vides the means whereby, in the words of Ten- 
nyson, ‘each man may find his own in all men’s 
good, and all men work in noble brotherhood’.” 

That philosophy has been the inspiration of 
Mr. Keen’s own long and honorable career.

“PUBLIC RADIO IN CANADA” | 


On page 5 of this issue we publish the open- 
ing portion of the report on the publicly owned 
broadcasting system of Canada which was pre- 
sented by Leonard Harman and adopted by the 
last Annual Meeting of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. The resolution later passed 
in one of the Federation’s public sessions, in 
which “the growing campaign on the part of 
private interests to influence the public author- 
ity to permit the establishment of privately- 
owned networks”, was strongly deprecated, 
was printed in our last issue. The Federation 
expressed determined opposition to “any 
change or interference in the present set-up of 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation.” 

The need for concerted action to meet the 
threat to the publicly owned system has long

been apparent. Led by very powerful forces — 
powerful not only in the financial sense, but in 
their ability to make use of extensive broad- 
casting facilities to influence public opinion — 
the drive to bring about radical changes in the 
radio set-up in Canada is being carried on 
throughout the Dominion by various means. 
The changes proposed would involve, in the 
words of the C.F.A. resolution, the “enlarging 
of the scope of private stations and removing 


the authority of the CBC.” 


* * * 


Mr. Harman describes in his opening para- 
graphs the steps which led to the creation of 
the public radio, with the full support of all 
parties in Parliament. The Aird Commission, 
on whose report the present system is based, 
was appointed by Mr. King, whose Government 
planned to implement its recommendations. 
However, a change of administration brought 
R. B. (later Lord) Bennett to office, and it was 
a Conservative Government that sponsored the 
necessary legislation. 

Mr. Harman’s report is a lengthy one. If © 
space limitations do not prevent it, we plan to 
publish it in full but some curtailment may be 
found necessary. Its survey of the present situ- 
ation and its proposals for the strengthening of 
the Board of Governors of the CBC are of wide 
public concern—and of concern, in a special 
sense, to all farm people.

PUBLIC RADIO IN CANADA 


By LEONARD HARMAN 


early development of radio in 


Canada was recognized as a problem meriting special study 

and action. Not only was there concern about the haphazard 
growth of broadcasting.in only certain parts of Canada, largely 
on a commercial basis, but recognition was given also to radio 
problems peculiar to this country. 


As in all other aspects of communi- 
cation, great distances and scattered 
population presented special difficult- 
ies and additional costs. The country 
needed service in two major lan- 
guages. And Canadian ears were al- 
ready bombarded by the messages of 
many powerful stations in nearby 
centres of the United States. 

Proposals of Aird Commission ' 

In 1928, the Dominion Government 
established the Aird Commission. This 
Commission, presented a report which 
became the foundation of public radio 
in Canada. The Aird report called for 
the establishment of a public radio 
corporation which would gradually de- 
velop stations to serve the whole 
country. 

It was proposed that private stations 
would be used for a period of years as 
part of the service; but eventually 
Canada would develop a plan more 
like that of Britain than like that of 
United States, under which all stations 
would be operated by a public system. 
In fact it became evident that United 
States was the only country in the 
world which left broadcasting exclu- 
sively to private and commercial 
sponsorship. 

Support of All Parties 

In 1936, all political parties support- 
ed the passage of the Canadian Broad- 
casting Act, which became the legisla- 
tion under which all broadcasting in 
Canada operates. The Act established 
the Canadian Broadcasting. Corpora- 
tion to “carry on a national broadcast- 
ing service” and with power to “main- 
tain and operate broadcasting sta- 
tions” and to “make operating agree- 
ments with private stations for the 
broadcasting of programs’”’. 

Other powers included the mak- 
ing of regulations “to control the 
character of any and all programs 
broadcast by Corporation or pri- 
vate stations” and “to determine 
the proportion of time which may 
be devoted to advertising in any 
Programs broadcast by the sta- 
tions of the Corporation or by pri- 
vate stations, and to control the 
character of such advertising”, 
also to make recommendations to 
the Minister of Transport on the 
licensing of private stations, and 
“prior to the renewal of licenses of 
private stations ...to review the 

' activities of such private stations”. 

The Corporation was to consist of 

a Board of nine Governors ap- 

pointed by the Governor in 

Council.

Unbiased presentation of the 
news by CBC is an example for all Am- 
erica. CBC has undertaken extensive 
projects in co-operation with church 
and school. 
Programs for Farm People 
Farm people particularly appreciate 
the two CBC programs specially de- 
signed for their service. Farm Forum 
broadcasts are an essential part of the 
greatest discussion group program in 
the world. The other major activity of 
the nineteen employees of the CBC 
Farm Broadcast Department is the 
half-hour farm broadcast at noon, five 
days a week, serving all Provinces. It 
is of interest that in the United States, 
under private ownership. of radio, 
nearly all farm broadcasts have been 
developed in the early morning leav- 
ing the more remunerative noon hour 
for more lucrative purposes.

I am going to talk or write a little bit about some of the 
most important problems. facing the people in general and the 
farmers in particular in Canada today. 

No, I am not going to try to be popular and talk about 
Russia or Communism, or the cold wars in Europe or the hot 
ones in Asia, or draw the color line about margarine, or about 
what President Truman said or did not say. Instead, Iam going 
to try and take a very brief and fleeting glimpse at the days 
and years ahead of us who follow the long furrows on these 


Rolling Plains. 
Passing From Peak of 
Prosperity 

Today we are passing from 
one of the highest peaks of 
prosperity the people of the 
American Hemisphere have 
ever known. That all this re- 
cently acquired wealth was 
brought about by the stupid 
and terrific tragedy of a world- 
wide war is a tremendous chal- 
lenge to our Social Intelligence. 

That we have passed the 
peak of this stupendous period 
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‘products or services. 


of inflation is now becoming 
evident to many _ thinking 
people. In other words, in this 
system of ours in which the in- 
centive is largely, if not en- 
tirely, the production and 
securing of profits, we have 
sown the wind and now will 
reap the whirlwind. In fact, we 
are going down the deflation- 
ary side of the peak with con- 
siderable velocity. As evidence, 
look at money, potatoes, lum- 
ber, unemployment, stagger- 
ing declines in prices of all farm 
products in the United States— 
all this, and the frantic efforts 
of experts and politicians to re- 
assure US. 


Fall Fastest and Furthest 

Now, in the past, in those 
periods of disaster we have 
seen, and will undoubtedly see 
in this one, that the prices of 
farm products start falling 
first, go down faster and fall 
further’ than those of industrial 
These 
conditions are an inherent part 
of the capitalistic system under 


*; which we live, and in which we 


must carry on until a majority 
of us mobilize sufficient intelli- 
gence to launch and develop a 
co-operative economy which 
will serve humanity better. 
But until such a development, 
surely our governments are not 
stupid enough to allow all the 
poverty and degradation of the 
Black Thirties to wreck our food 
production in this Dominion of 
ours. 
Are we again to have an intensifica- 
tion of the paradox of Poverty in the 
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midst of Plenty? We see today that 
the Marshall Plan is about the only 
thing that is moving goods and ser- 
vices in this world.. 

Here are a few, only a few of the 
many things farm organizations should 
be pressing for today to minimize the 
terrible tomorrow that is just over the 
horizon: 

_ Some Things to Press For 

We should have a definite promise 
of the permanence of a Grain Board 
to handle all of our cereals sold in 
commercial channels. We should have 
such other National Boards as are 
necessary to handle all other major. 
farm products. 

We farmers in Canada have taken 
less for our products in wartime in- 
flation. In this we have financed our 
own Canadian people at the expense 
of the farm people; not only that, 
but the people of Britain. Common 
justice would indicate that this finan- 
cial obligation should have been as- 
sumed by Canada as a whole. How 
many people remember or think of 
that now? Financial remuneration for 
that sacrifice should be made avail- 
able from the Federal Treasury to our 
farm people. 

Floor Prices Necessity 

We must have from the Federal 
Government such floor prices as will 
give the farmer the cost of production 
for his products. We took less during 
the war. We are entitled to recogni- 
tion of that contribution in the days 
ahead. 

Tariff handicaps to the free ex- 
changing of commodities should be 
done away with. . 

We must have a conservation policy 
direct and definite to this end—that 
our forests, our fisheries, our soils, our 
petroleum and other natural resources 
be not completely exploited. After 
all, we are here for only a little while, 
and as trustees of these things for: 
those who come after us. 


Make Necessary Dollars Available 

Why not make the necessary Cana- 
dian dollars available to the British 
Government to buy wheat, apples, 
eggs and other food products? Are 
we going to be stupid enough to lose 
this opportunity to dispose of our pro- 
ducts to a people who need and want 
our food commodities? 

In an extended deflationary period, 
with taxes as high as the present, 
what possible harm can there be? 
And on the other hand, much good can 
result from reasonable financing of 
British requirements by the Bank of 
Canada. Let us not be so reactionary 
and orthodox as to let the terms of 
dollars and sterling scare us away 
from doing the obvious, the sensible 
and logical thing. 

Then, further, we must.put at the 
disposal of the Agricultural Prices Sup- 
port Board adequate financing instead 
of the two hundred and fifty million

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dollars originally allotted to it. .A 
more permanent life and a vision of 
accomplishment cannot be realized by 
old obsolete methods. 


Consumer Financing 

We can with benefit adopt some of 
the methods of consumer financing in 
operation in the United States. Maxi- 
mum home consumption is a very vital 
necessity. 

Already my letter has over-run the 
space at my disposal. These, in my 


opinion, are only a few of the ob- 
jectives our farm organizations should 
be pressing our governments for, in 
order to meet some of the problems 
that, in my judgment at least, will 
confront us in the days ahead. 


God grant us that our leaders have 
the vision, the courage and the aggres- 
sive ability to impress on governments 
the need, the vital need, for intelligent 
and courageous action in the uncertain 
pathway which lies ahead.

Other work at 
that time was the preparation of a list 
of. questions on which the committee 
thought farmers require information.

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cussion with the Cabinet when the 
farm organizations made their an- 
nual presentation. At that time Mr. 
Tanner, Minister of Lands and Mines, 
agreed to print an informative pamph- 
let which would provide farmers with 
information about surface rights in re- 
lation to oil development. Mr. Tan- 
ner asked that we provide his Depart- 
ment with a list of questions to be 
used as a basis for the preparation of 
this information. 

The next move planned by the Com- 
mittee is to visit both the Lloydminster 
and Redwater fields to make contact 
with farmers in those areas.

C.F.A. Presentation to Dominion Cab- 
inet. As was reported in the last issue 
of the Leader, on February 23rd a 
strong delegation from the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture met with 
Prime Minister St. Laurent and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet to make their An- 
nual Presentation. 

This presentation comes as a cul- 
mination of the year’s work of farm 
organizations clear across Canada, It 
is possibly democracy at its best in 
that many resolutions discussed with 
the Cabinet at this time have origin- 
ated in small country meetings. From 
there they are sent to head office of 
their organization, endorsed by their 
annual meeting and passed on to the 
Provincial Federation. This body, in 
turn, deals with them and if they merit 
the wider support, they are referred 
to the Annual Meeting of the C.F.A. 
If they stand the test of national con- 
sideration, they are referred direct to 
Department heads or are placed be- 
fore the Cabinet. 

This process of screening, consoli- 
dating and possibly amending, tends 
to build a sound policy. It, in turn, 
has gained the confidence of the Dom- 
inion Cabinet, which is always glad to 
discuss farm policy with the Directors 
of the C.F.A. 

George E. Church and E. H. Keith 
attended the presentation on behalf 
of the Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture and Alberta farmers.

The 
views expressed were quite enlighten- 
ing, as also was the evident uncertain- 
ty attached to any such method of col- 
lection. The gathering was called in 
response to a request made by the 
delegates at the Convention, and no 
decision was arrived at. There is every 
likelihood that the subject will be 
brought forward at future meetings.

Provisional Board of a new organiza- 
tion, the matter of allowances had to 
be discussed. Rates were set and a 
card setting out the rates of pay and 
mileage was ordered prepared and 
sent to all directors.” 

The Board received reports on co- 
operative life insurance, and the sug- 
gestion that the co-operative insur- 
ance plan be extended to automobile 
insurance on a dividend paying policy 
plan. More information on these sub- 
jects will, it is expected, be obtained 
later. 

Residential Accommodation for

The Board decided that in the inter- 
ests of the organization some provision 
should be made so that in case of a 
change of President, the incoming 
President would be relieved of the un- 
certainty of finding suitable city ac- 
commodation.

Among many other matters dealt 
with during the course of the six days’ 
meeting were coarse grains policy, 
margarine ,(action reported in last 
issue of The Western Farm Leader), 
sub-district rallies, and the budget. 

The review of Board activities con- 
cludes: “Our President will carry on 
the custom of attending all district 
conventions; the Junior section are 
authorized to send a delegate to the 
Junior Farmers’ Association meeting ai 
Guelph. We will continue in the Inter- 
provincial Farmers’ Union Council, and 
our present representation on the Al- 
berta Federation of Agriculture was 
confirmed.”

Publicity for Co-ops, 
Are Told by Nesbitt 


“Much Should Be Indirect" — 
Publications “Entertaining 
as Well as Educational” 


“The best formula in getting pub- 
licity for co-operatives is this: do 
something, then tell about it. Activity 
always makes news,” advised Leonard 
D. Nesbitt, Superintendent of Publicity 
for the Alberta Wheat Pool, in the 
course of a report to the Canadian Co- 
operative Congress last week in which 
he dealt most effectively with all 
aspects of “Public Relations for Co- 
operatives,” including radio and news- 
papers and co-operative publications. 

“News is made,” he stated, “when 
co-operatives have their annual meet- 
ings, when they enlarge their premises, 
when they pay a patronage dividend, 
when they hold elections, when their 
officers make public statements, when 
they appoint new personnel... . Inter- 
_ esting personalities connected with co- 
operatives provide a constant source of 
news.” 

Value of “The Printed Word” 

Discussing the role of “the printed 
word” in co-operative publicity, Mr. 
Nesbitt stated: ‘Newspaper and maga- 
zine advertising is a potent force. The 
power of the printed word and the 
printed picture is great. Even after 
people see events happening or hear 
about them over the radio, they still 
like to read about them. Reading 
gives a clearer mental picture and one 
more likely to be retained.” 

Mr. Nesbitt stressed the importance 
of making the most effective use of co- 
operative publications. “I would like 
to emphasize,” he said, “that a co- 
operative publication should be enter- 
taining as well as educational, if it is 
to be widely read. Much of the pub- 
licity for co-operatives should be indi- 
rect”. It is a difficult job, Mr. Nesbitt 
pointed out, “to produce a co-operative 
publication which is both educational 
and.entertaining. Most co-operative 
publications, I regret to say, are inter- 
minably dull.”

every effort to retain these mar- 
kets through special deals, with 
extension of grants or credits and 
other means. 

It was apparent that during the past 
year reductions in purchases from 
Canada by countries of the sterling 
and ERP areas (outside Britain) were 
mainly in manufactured articles of 
various kinds, not in agricultural pro- 
ducts. What is to be borne in mind is 
that with the world at large, outside 
the United States, Canada has a large 
favorable balance of trade. Canada 
would like to see increases in imports 
from as many as possible of these 
countries, which would reduce the 
favorable balance, but which would 
help to place our export trade with 
these countries on a firm and perman- 
ent foundation. 

Deficit in U.S. Account Reduced 

It is to be noted that the deficit in 
our current account with the United 
States was reduced from $1,135 million 
dollars in 1947 to $401 million in 1948. 
Various items enter into this calcula- 
‘ tion, but the major cause of the change 
was an increase in exports to the U.S. 
of 450 million dollars, and a decrease 
of 150 million in imports from across 
the border. The main items which ac- 
count for the increase in exports were 
beef and beef cattle, coarse grains,

To Have Two Types 

Marketing Agencies 
for Coarse Grains 


(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 
By M. McDOUGALL 


OTTAWA, March 16th—In a state- 
ment regarding the marketing of 
coarse grains, Hon. C. D. Howe, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, said that 
in future two selling agencies will be 
available to farmers. They can mar- 
ket their oats and barley through the 
Wheat Board, providing their Provin- 
cial Governments will introduce the 
necessary complementary legislation— 
only one, Saskatchewan, has done so 
thus far. 

If. coarse grain producers of Western 
Canada aren’t satisfied that the Wheat 
Board, as now constituted, is a satis- 
factory agency for the sale of coarse 
grains, the Minister of Agriculture has 
a bill on the order paper enabling pro- 
ducers to establish their own agency. 
It is designed’ to complement the mar- 
keting legislation of Provincial Gov- 
ernments. Under this legislation, pro- 
ducers can themselves establish a 
board to “sell for the best available 
price whether in the export or domestic 
market”.

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Spring Comes to the Pacific 


Comox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 

I keep wondering if you in Alberta 
have been having the warm spring- 
like weather that so often occurs there 
in early March. Of course you are ex- 
pecting it is too good to last while 
here it may be that Spring has really 
come with the song of the birds heard 
in the land. At least great numbers of 
robins to hand yesterday morning 
seemed a sign and I was enjoying their 
saucy ways again. Later in the morn- 
ing a caller—I might say a man having 
his Farmer Institute books audited — 
said that probably the robins realized 
we had been planting strawberry 
plants that day and were making fu- 
ture plans. He warned us that the 
only way to get strawberries from the 
patch would be to net it from their 
plundering. 


Early Flowers 


Yes, gardening seems in full swing 
and the graceful snow-drops, the 
‘cheerful crocuses and aconites, the 
little blue iris, the tiny primroses are 
bright little patches here and there in 
different gardens. 

As I said, we put in some straw- 
berry plants and planted three small 
holly trees. A kindly neighbor had 
given them to us. The kindness was 
appreciated as well as the trees as 
they are expensive to buy in any size. 
Some eighty percent I believe are 
male trees-and thus without berries 
and must be grafted from female 
ones. In this mild climate, our neigh- 
bor remarked, he expects to be alive 
in two years and will come and graft 
them for us. 

I noted several things as we worked. 
The first thing was a pang for Alberta 
soil instead of the thin gravelly soil 
found here. The second was the num- 
ber of earth worms at work and the 
third was that I wasn’t as young as I 
once was, my knees and back re- 
minded me. 


Problems of the Small Holder 


But it is interesting to note the 
problems with which people are con- 
fronted. For instance, spraying is a 
word very much to the fore as most of 
the people with small holdings have 
some trees and spraying and pruning 
at this season are two “musts”. _ 

And with the animals there are 
problems. I.couldn’t but laugh to my- 
self when a woman said her husband 
had to stay behind to look after the 
animals. Of course I thought in terms 
of cows and pigs but it meant the rab- 
bits and the dog with her puppies. 
And I am told it is getting rather a 
problem to find a market for the latter 
as so many had gone in for raising 
them for sale. .The big black Labra- 
dors seem more numerous here than 
on the prairie. They are good hunting 
dogs I am told. 

The problem of another family was 
that on their small farm the rats were 
beginning to eat the young of the 
nutria and it was being very difficult 
to stop this as bait that was fatal for 
the rats would be for the nutria. 

And another woman where they 
have a big chicken hatchery said their 
problem this winter had béen getting 
the chicken sexer there on time. The 
hatch is on Fridays and he must be 
there that day and have them done for 
shipment on Saturday and the snow 
made his trip almost impossible on oc- 
casions this winter. 


Like Farm Meetings Everywhere 


Of course some problems had a more 
familiar ring. I was at a meeting being 
addressed by the President of the B.C, 
Federation of Agriculture. The meet- 
ing was rather small, as, they said, the 
side roads were in such a terrible con- 


dition. It had a further familiar sound 
to hear the speaker say it seemed diffi- 
cult to get the farmers to realize the 
necessity of organizing and paying 
their dues in order to get the Federa- 
tion to work for fullest advantage for 
them. 

And a still further familiar ring was 
the speaker urging the farmers to 
have a realization of the importance of 
their work and of their position in and 
their contribution to society. So every- 
thing is not different! .

be firmly packed and well ‘watered — 
some gardeners use boiling water — 
and set aside to drain for 24 hours.

World Wheat Situation

The United States Foreign Rélations 
Committee has recommended to Con- 
gress that whenever possible the 
Economic Co-operation Administration 
should give first consideration in its 
purchases to home-grown farm sup- 
plies. Unless congress’ definitely 
changes its authority, the Economic 
Co-operation Administration is free to 
buy wheat, cotton, vegetable oils and 
the like whenever bargains are offered 
elsewhere. 

Canada’s concern in this question 
lies in the fear that wheat will be de- 
clared “‘surplus” in the United States, 
thus preventing the use of U.S. funds 
for the purchase of Canadian wheat 
going to Europe. 

Last year nearly $315,000,000 worth 
of Canadian wheat exports were paid 
for under the Marshall Plan. 

The world wheat supply situation is 
becoming noticeably easier. With 
European agriculture staging a recov- 
ery, and with an enormous United 
States wheat crop in sight this year, 
there may be difficulty in disposing of 
wheat in the 1949-50 crop year. Should 
United States funds be declared not 
available for the purchase of Cana- 
dian wheat under the Marshall Plan, 
this country could find itself in serious 
economic difficulties.

“The Western Farm Leader”

In your March 4th news-columns 


this far-away reader was attracted to 
that item recording a radio address by 
Mrs. R. B. Gunn, Second Vice-President 
of the F.U.W.A. I liked the social 
challenge in these few words: “So, let 
us build a fine new organization .. .

give dignity and security to men who 
just run machines? Can it provide the 
people with purchasing power to buy 
the goods.they produce? Can it main- 
tain a proper standard of living with- 
out exploiting a colony or a class? 

“I submit that if we can we 
have yet to show the proof? At 
this present moment the people of 
the world are rushing madly into 
solutions which may prove no so- 
lution, and which certainly are at 
variance with the principles of 
mutuality and self-help in which 
you and I believe. 

“IT submit that if we are to accom- 
plish these things by application of co- 
operative principles we must build 
even faster, much faster than we are 
building now. If we hold the key to 
the future, let us use it to open the 
floodgates of plenty and make an end 
once and for all of hunger and want 
and cold. 

Basic Concept of Business World 

“To bring this idea into focus, let us 
narrow it down to one problem — the 
conflict between producer and consum- 
er, between buyer and seller, the basic 
economic concept on which our busi- 
ness world finds its foundation. 

“This is one conflict the world must 
solve. It lies as the root cause of much 


of our trouble. Efforts aimed at gain- 
ing advantage in this conflict lead to 
monopolistic practices, to nationalism 
and to war,” ; 
Solution Not Automatic

Nourse Gives View U.S. 
Farm Price Situation 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—The 
expression “levelling off” is 
not appropriate to recent de- 
clines in prices of U.S. farm 
products, in the opinion of 
Dr. E. G. Nourse, chairman of 
President Truman’s econom- 
ic advisory council. It im- 
plies that prices are going to 
be fairly stable at present 
levels, he says; but; “in- 
stead of a smooth situation 
like that, I think we can look 
for a choppy situation, with 
both ups and downs”. 


while co-operators in the past had 
made their objective to do an efficient 
and less costly job in marketing or 
manufacturing or distribution or ser- 
vicing for the people directly con- 
cerned, and while they correctly be- 
lieved that in doing this the sum total 
could not but be good — 

“We ‘cannot safely assume the big 
problems mankind faces will be auto- 
matically solved by piecemeal methods 
used in applying co-operative princi- 
ples.” 

Gives Example of Difficulty 

As an exaniple of the difficulties to 
be overcome, Mr. Staples cited his own 
experience at a meeting called to solve 
in co-operative terms a single problem 
—that of moving feed grain from east 
to west. The meeting was composed 


of men representative of interested co-| 


operatives from the Rockies to the At- 
lantic—-men of wide experience and 
unquestioned ability, of absolute in- 
tegrity and thorough co-operators. 
“But they left the meeting baffled, 
with the problem unsolved, and with 
very little hope of solving it within 
the co-operative movement.” 

“The Western grain marketing or- 
ganizations are designed to do a job 
for their members who grow the grain. 
The eastern purchasing organizations 
are designed to do a job for their mem- 
bers who feed the grain. Between these 
there is a gap that has not been 
bridged, regardless of the sincere and 
magnanimous efforts of leadership. 
Constitutional framework and_ en- 
trenched operational practice seem to 
preclude the desired results, and for 
the present at least only unquench- 
able faith remains.” 


Must Solve or Yield Place 


While this was a peculiar problem, 
involving vexing technical difficulties, 
and therefore not perhaps an entirely 
good example, said Mr. Staples, yet, 
“if the co-operative movement cannot 
solve such ai problem within itself... 
then it has already attained its great- 
est influence; its shadow on history 
will become less, not more. It will 
give way, because it must, to some 
more dynamic idea to which mankind 
will have to turn.” 

Mr. Staples pointed out that there 
seemed to be many among co-operat- 
ors “who hold the view that the inter- 
ests of producers and consumers are 
fundamentally opposed; that the best 
that the co-operative movement can 
hope to do in resolving this apparent 
conflict is to provide a better market- 
ing service on the one hand and a 
better purchasing service on the other. 
This is a damaging and cynical view 
which is entirely incorrect.” 

“Let us be realists. The real inter- 
ests and needs of mankind never vary. 
These needs are food, clothing, shelter, 
education, health, security in old age, 
opportunity for creative work and for 
satisfying leisure. Real needs of farm- 
er and worker, of rural and city dwell- 
er, of producer and consumer are 
exactly the same. Surely our job is to 
see that these needs are satisfied with- 
in the co-operative movement without 
superficial distractions being allowed 
to stand in the way.

But is this more really than intelli- 
gently organized self-interest? The 
day has come when we must operate 
on a higher level. 

“Tt call for maturity. The co- 
operative movement must be more 
than a fraternal society with a secret 
password called membership and a 
special benefit called patronage divi- 
dends. The co-operative movement 
must be more than a club in which the 
fortunate few find comfort—more than 
a monastery behind whose walls we 
seek to insulate ourselves from the 
stormy winds of our economic life. The 
co-operative movement is capable of 
more than this. It hasto be. You and 
1 must see that it fulfils its destiny. We 
must build and’ build and build until 
the princples in which we believe em- 
brace the whole of mankind.”

“Operation No. 1” on 
All Prairie Farms 


“Operation No. 1” on all prairie 
farms this spring should be seed treat- 
ment, said Dr. F. J. Greaney in a re- 
cent bulletin on Line Elevators Farm 
Service. No farm practice will give 
greater returns for the same small in- 
vestment in money and time. Seed 
treatment, continues Dr, Greaney, con- 
trols surface seed-borne smut, seedling 
blight and root rot. It combats soil- 
inhabiting fungi (molds) that rot seed, 
and that destroy seedlings. It helps 
combat weeds by inducing good stands 
of vigorous crop plants. It increases 


yields, improves grain quality, and re- 
duces losses from smut and weed 
dockage. It offers two-way insurance 
—it disinfects and protects seed. Now- 
adays, says Dr. Greaney, the organic 
mercury dusts are generally recom- 
mended; these, he warns, are poison- 
ous and directions of the manufactur- 
ers should be followed carefully. 
Treated seed should not be used for 
food or fed to livestock.

Such scenes as the above, with the 
small vessel Rapids Prince aground in 
the Lachine rapids, would be ended 
with construction of the St. Lawrence 
seaway. It is proposed to build a dam 
80 feet high across the river, at Mont- 
real, and enormous dykes, 50 to 60 
feet high, half to three-quarters of a 
mile off-shore. Thus, while the water 
level inside the dykes would be raised 
about 40 feet, the shoreline on the 
Montreal side would not be altered. 
The estimated cost of the whole 
scheme is $266 millions.
